The supreme court of the United States has decided that the 


"Blue Sky Law" is valid. 


The so-called blue sky laws originated in Kansas 
After the 


usual breezy fashion of that state they floated to extreme and the 
courts had a festive time declaring the measures unconstitutional. 
There was a wholesome idea aback that finally found expression 
heie hi Ouio, in the firm of a statute, when Cox's first administra- 
tion was making us all Aury with its progressive legislation. Inis 
idea nas that a man, who sold another man, or tnoic generally a 
woman, an alleged security, that was without any more substantial 
bas.s ir, assets, than the blue sky, was in effect a thief and the 
state had authority and duty to make piovisions against his opera- 
lions 
It attempted to protect the investor in two,«a%s 
First it 


made misrepresentation a criminal fraud, and going still further 


111 protective province it gave the representatives of the state power 
to exclude from the sale stocks, bonds, debentures and all sorts of 
articles and papers that were fraudulent, or oE no value. Pn- 
•oaiily it was aimed against exploitation of bogus oil companies, 
gold mines and like schemes. 


Of course, the law does not go to the extent and it can aot do so 


of offering guaranty on every stock or investment it permits deal- 
ing in. It simply aims to protect the unwary and the credulous 
against gross and palpable imposition. It can not undertake to fix 
the value- of the bonds of this railroad company, or the stock of 
that insurance, but it does say that anything lacking in potential 
value shall not be offered for sale and anyone disregarding the in- 
junction shall be held as a criminal.
